Baker, 
Who arrived in the city on Sunday, up- 
on his second visit in nine years, and 
is determined to take up land either in 
the country to the northwest of Rd- 
monton or in Grande Prairie, and to 
settle down for good as a eitizen of 
Alberta, 

Mr. Baker is a Minnesota man, who 
came into Edmonton on Sunday with 
his wife and twe children, “We are 
going to cut loose fro mthe States en- 
tirely, and throw in our lot with the 
Canadian west,’ he said to a Capital 
reporter this morning, “Not only my 
own family and seven Dakota boys who 
eame in last Week, butp robably in the 
neighborhood of 380 relatives and 
friends now living in the Dakotas, will 
follow when they receive our reports 
of the country. If they do come out, 
we shall found a colony in the north 
country, Every man in the party will 
be an experieneed farmer who under- 
stands the conditions whieh must face 
the pioneer.

SCORES KILLED WHEN ’QUAKE 
TRIKES THE CAPITAL OF MEXICO 
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DOZENS OF BUILDINGS ARE WRECKED AND DAMAGE 
IS NOW ESTIMATED AT $150,000—MAJORITY OF 
DEAD WERE SOLDIERS. 


GERMANY AND RUSSIA 


MEXICO CITY, June 7.—At 4:36 o'clock this morning a quake 
extending over a period of 14 minutes shook the city to its founda- 
tions, causing buildings to tumble in ruin, killing 73 and wounding 
more than 80 people. The loss has not been accurately calculated, 
but it will be much greater than $150,000. 

The greater part of the dead were soldiers. They were caught 
under the falling walls of the artillery barracks in San Cosma, a junc- 
tion near the Mexican Central station. The greatest disaster was 
the municipal power plant and street railway shops, which buildings 
were completely destroyed, and many of the occupants were killed. 

Most of the dead were killed as the result of being caught under 
falling walls singly, although in several places two or three were 
found dead together, 

Although the shock was plainly felt in all parts of the city, few 
people realized the magnitude of the disaster until late in the day. 

In the barracks of the artillery 12 women were killed. They 
were the wives of the artillery men who had the privilege of sleeping 


in the barracks. Several children were also killed.

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Mexico’s Troubles May

May Mean Mach to Alberta 


A circumstance worthy of the attention of Albertans, especially | 
those interested in promotion, in realty and in finance, is the fact | 
that the Mexican revolution may seriously affect New York invest- 
ments in the pseudo-republic south of the Rio Grande and send them | 
north in search of a new field for exploitation. 

It is a fact known to the world that for ten or twelve years back 
United States money has been pouring into Mexico in millions and | 
hundreds of millions, until the possibilities of the mines, the timber, 
the agricultural resources and the transportation systems of the land 
of the Incas have become better known and more appreciated in New 
York than in Mexico City itself. 

The revolution, however, changes all that. 
with his departure comes a new government. The new government 
may be a more humane government, and it may be more in accord} 
with the ideas of the people of Mexico. Certainly it is more popular } 
than the Diaz administration, otherwise it could not have triumphed. | 

But it is not the popularity or the humaneness of governments 
that interests capital so much as the stability, and with the Sepa 
of Diaz the guarantee of stability in Mexico is gone. The present 
revolution may be settled and titles may be preserved inviolate, but) 
the volatile nature of the Latin people and the fact that Mexico now 
has no dictator to rule with an iron hand furnishes little assurance 
that there will not be revolution upon revolution, or that the aan 
in which New Lork has sunk its millions will not go through all the | 
spasms which have made the unstability of South American repub- 
lics proverbial the world over. | 

With this condition, Mexico becomes much less inviting than it 
was a year or two ago, and it is a natural sequence that the same 
capital will be looking for new fields. 

Alberta is one of the few countries left on the North American 
continent which can offer to such capitalists natural resources open 
for development. 

Alberta is a civilized country in which life is safe, property is 
secure and title is guaranteed by the government. It has coal, 
timber, minerals, petroleum, asphalt, fish, power, and practically 
every resource known to the temperate zone. It is an inviting field | 
and one to which the New Yorkers would naturally turn when they | 
tire of the southern republic. Furthermore, it has been fairly well, 
advertised in recent years, and it is a centre of as much attention as | 
is any other undeveloped region on the continent. 

It would not be at all surprising to see large New York capital 
take a hand in the development of Alberta in the near future.

Reciprocity Opens 
Way for New Industry 


An item in the tariff agreement which is not being given much 
attention on this side of the line, but which nevertheless may mean | 
a great deal to the province of Alberta is the item which deals with| 
the duty on print paper made in Canada and entering United States. 

The intention of the tariff, as it will be arranged when the) 
reciprocity pact goes into effect, is to allow paper manufactured in| 
any district in Canada which does not restrict the exportation of pulp 
wood to enter United States duty free. 

Ontario, Quebec, British Columbia and the Maritime provinces 
all place embargoes on the export of pulp wood cut on crown lands, 
and consequently paper made from pulp wood cut on crown lands in! 
any of these provinces would pay a duty of $5.75 per ton. | 

Against the export of pulp wood cut in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
or Manitoba there is no embargo, and consequently paper made in 
any of these provinces would enter the United States duty free. 

There is no paper made at the present time in any of the three 
prairie provinces, but the province of Alberta has the raw material 
in immense quantities on the Saskatchewan, on the Athabasca and 
on all the upper waters of the Peace and its tributaries. The spruce 
which grows along the eastern slope of the Rockies is the same 
kind of wood as is being used so largely in Minnesota, Maine and 
Ontario. And the poplar, which grows in such luxuriance lower 
down on the prairies and which extends even to Edmonton, is con-| 
sidered the very choicest of material for the manufacture of high-| 
grade print paper. 

From this distance it would be impracticable to ship pulp wood 
to the United States mills, but with the United States market open 
to Alberta paper and the Ontario and Quebec mills at a disadvantage 
to the extent of $5.75, it is not by any means improbable that paper 
mills will be operating in this province within a short time. 


Are Edmontonians Active 
Enough in Western Development? 


The trip of the Edmonton business men to the west yesterday 
suggests the question of whether or not the people of Edmonton 
realize the possibilities of the country which lies to the west, be- 
tween this city and the Rocky Mountains. 

Undoubtedly a very large percentage of this section is forbidding 
on the surface and there are many thousands of acres that are not 
the kind of land that would invite the homesteader; but beneath the 
surface the country is undoubtedly enormously rich in coal and the 
tie timber, pulp wood and occasional patches of logging timber con- 
stitute a very valuable resairce, while even the forbidding-looking 
muskeg which is the bane of the grader’s existence and which has 
caused many a mule skinner to put his immortal soul in jeopardy, 
is really the richest and the deepest soil of all, capable of prolific and 
constant crop production when properly drained. 

Of the other resources, it is only when something like the propo- 
sition to develop the mar! beds brings to the notice of the public the 
fact that they are there that these resources are heard of at all.

lake showed 20 feet of creamy white 
marl, as pure and plastic looking as 
cream and absolutely without a 
trace of vegetable matter whatever, 
constituting what cement experts de- 
clare upon analysis to be the highest 
erade of carbonate of lime and the fin- 
est possible material for the manufac- 
ture of cement, 

The company estimates the amount 
of marl in sight at 5,000,000 cubic 
yards, but it is very evident that any 
estimate of the amount available must 
he only approvimate and that the de- 
posit is so large that {here can never 
be any question for many — years to 
come about the supply.

PROVIDES FOR RAISING SUM OF $100,000 FOR PURPOSE | 


OF STARTING CONSTRUCTION OF HYDRO-ELECTRIC 
PLANT AT GRAND RAPIDS. 


Considered a question of vast- im- 
portance to the industrial future of Ed- 
monton, the ratepayers will have an 
opportunity in a few days to record as 
favorable or otherwise to a proposition 
to furnishsthe city with cheap electric 
power. They will vote on the ques- 
tion of the expenditure of $100,000 as 
the first of five yearly installments of 
equal amounts to develop the Atha- 
basca water power. 

The city has a concession from the 
eovernment giving it the privilege of 


| 


using the Grand Rapids, 190 miles 
north of Edmonton, for generating 
electricity. It is figured that at the 


end of five years, when $500,000 will 
have been raised for this purpose, ful- 


ly 10,000 horse power will be availa- 
ble, while the municipality has the 
privilege of developing in any amount 


up to 60,000 horse power, 

What this would mean to Edmonton 
may be easily conjectured, Cheap 
power is the prime requisite for indus- 
trial development and great would be 
the benefits to the city and adjacent 
country derived from plenty of power 
at Jower rates than) private owners 
could furnish it.

rank of the servants of God on earth, 
If the preachers of the chureh would 
study his letters and addresses, emu- 
late his devotion and follow his exam- 


ple, we might well expect 
that the revivar and progress 
that marked apostolic times would 


be reproduced in our own era, He 
did not believe in sensation- 
al preaching. We did not believe in 
oratorical display, He did not believe 
in philosophical discussions, Through 
his whole life he lived and acted and 
preached Jesus Christ and Him ecruci- 
fied. Over and over again he tells us 
that this was his mission, this was his 
determination, and we cannot study his 
life and work without realizing that this 
was the secret of his success, 

For our instruction and profit let us 
dwell for a short time on the theme of 
Paul's preaching— 

Jesus Christ 

Jesus Christ is certainly the central 
figure of all history. Abraham saw 
His day. The prophets told of Him, 
and since He appeared on earth the 
whole human family has been discuss- 


ing Him. The character of Jesus is 
perfectly unique. He was the man

stands out in all his sinless perfection, 
and yet as we study His character, we 
feel that He is a model that all may 
imitate, His character as portrayed in 
the Gospels appears natural and genu- 
ine and real.
